As Major Bubb marched 
toward 


"Perez das Marinas in the morning the

•were displayed by the people in th 
"houses. When the troops arrived a 
•the sunken road, Major Shields, th 
"regimental surgeon, discovered tlhat i 


" large body of armed Insurgents ' was 
"marching in a parallel 
column- 300 


yards to the right of the Americans 
•and had evidently been following the 
-column for 
some distance, keeping 


"their relative position to the American 
.-^advance by the aid of barking dogs and 
-other noises -accompanying the pas'sage 
' - of so large a body of men. They also 


had -four flankers on either side o£ the 
•--advance guard of the Americans. 


When these ominous facts were re- 


-ported to Major Bubb, commanding the 
"Fourth infantry, who accompanied the 
battalion, his command was deployed 
to the right under cover of an irriga- 
-tion dike, which paralleled the sunken 
Toad.

^scarcely completed when the firing be- 
gan 'heavily on both sides and, after a 
number of steady volleys from 
the 


First-battalion the enemy's fire was 
-silenced, whereupon Major Bubb gave 
Ttlie" order to withdraw in the direction

For -ten minutes after tie movement 


tegart there was no firin-g, but as soon 
-as the insurgents realized that the

were withdrawing' they 


formed again down the road -which the.

Tie movement of the troops was very 
Blow, and every step h-ad to be contest- 
•ed with the enemy. The 2,000 insur- 
gents -were making a: supreme effort 
to destroy the Americans, and 
were 


-bending in a galling fire from all direc- 
tions. Lieut. Kohler's one field gun 
"was used with telling effect om the ene- 
my, and assisted miaterially in open- 
'ing a paith for the harassed battal- 
ion. 
Company B w*as cut off at one 


time from the rest of the force, and 
•was^compelled to charge twice.over an 
-open, fire-swept field to regain its place 
-on the left of ithe advancing column. 


TiV. ambul-arice conteiuiiae. the. dead 


an'd wounded .was u«ler fire contin- 
ually, and as the supply of aimmuni'£ion 
became nearly exhausted ithe condition 
of the Americans was desperate. Lieut. 
Wolf, with his men, was sent to the 
left flank, -and there 'fought with great 
•heroism. Four hours of this kind of 
fighting had taken the battalion, only 
three miles in its retreat; then it made 
•a stand to collect add care for 
the 


wounded. • 


Ait that time Lieut. Hazlect, an aid 


of Gen. Wheaiton, and Lieut. Cunning- 
ham of the signal corps galloped up on 
tihe Imus road, bringing word that-re- 
inforcements were on the way. Hearty 
American cheers greeted this welcome 
news. The Fil/ipinos answered with a 
heavier fire, their .bullets sweeping the 
•road with fearful effect. 


At last the guns of Gen. Whea.ton'9 


men, 
consisting of the Second battal- 


ion of the Fourth infamta-y, were 'heard 
on the lefit, amd thils turned the tide of 
battle. The fresh troops, with their 
ammunition belts well filled, dashed to 
the relief of the firs*, battalion.

ploying on the left, an'd changing Sront 
•with precision, they drove the insur- 
gents back for some distance- and re- 
covered the dead bodies of the Ameri- 
cans which had been left -behind. 


Throughout the action tbe" conduct

vast prairie intersected by deep canyons, 
well timbered, with plenty of water. 
The country is being developed very fast 
the land being all taken up, with the 
exceptions of a few scattering .forties 
which are too rough to -work and can 
only be reached, by pack horses. 
I 


have a quarter section of land thre- 
quarters of a mile from the town of 
Peck, on the Clearwater river. 


A year ago it 
was twenty-five miles 


to the nearest railroad and the town con- 
sisted of a postoffice, blacksmith shop 
and school. 
Now th,e,Northern Pacific. 


railroad company are laying there track 
and will be running in here by the first 
ol 
July and 
the O. K, 
and 
N. 


have purchased the right of way and 
expect to be here by fall. This natur- 
ally tends to boom the town, and we 
now have four large general stores, 
drug score, hotel, restaurant, grist mill, 
postoffice, three warehouses, 
shingle 


mill, two saw mills, a church, good 
school and livery stable, and the place is 
still booming. 


Anticipate Wonderful Growth. 


The principal means of transportation 


now is by boat, which makes daily trips 
up the river from LewistoK. 
The peo- 


ple anticipate a period 
of remarkable 


growth, one of the reasons is that a 
great deal of the contemplated railroad 
.constructions in the northwest is directed 
toward Idaho, it .be.'ng estimated that 
lour hundred miles of railroad will be 
built in this state within the next year. 
Much is also expected from the-incom- 
ing immigration and the development of 
the mineral resources, 
There are a 


great many people coming here from 
Iowa' and Wisconsin. 


One great attraction is the fine cli 


mate: the coldest it got here last winter 
was fourteen below, and that for one 
night only, and fhe oldest inhabitants 
say it was the coldest winter since the 
reservation opened. Stock live on tht> 
ranges the year round. 


" This country is fast gaining a reputa- 


tion for its Bne fruits, peaches, pears, 
grapes, plums; prunes, cherries, apricots 
aud appleg be-!Pg extensively raised 
Fruit growipg on tho reservation is stil 
In its .infancy, but promises well, as 
does the country surrounding it. Wheai 
and flax are the principal product, Al 
garden produce as well as poultry anc 
eggs'always demand a good price on at 
count of the nearness of the mines. Ir 
rigation is not necessary. 


An Abundance of Game. 


Salmon abound in the Olearwate 


river, and trout in the smaller streams 
2?he near mountains furnish sport fo 
hunters, deer, elk and bear being quite 
numerous. The Nez Perces Indians, of 
whom there are a number bere,each h»ve 
an allotment of land; some of them 
have good improvements on their places, 
and build nice housees, furnish them 
comfortably, eat oft the floor, aud sleep 
in a teepee out of doors. 


There is a large Indian school at Lap- 


wai and a number of the tribe are well 
educated, there being several Indian 
ministers among them. 
At the Presby- 


terian conference held at Moseon re- 
cently, there were several-of these min- 
isters present and all seemed very much 


' interested and anxious to ' learn how 


their white brothers conducted religious 
services. The better educated wear citi- 
zens clothes, but their color and features 
remain the same. The liquor law 'is very 
strict and anyone found on the reserva- 
tion with liquor on their person are 
given no chance to explain why it is 
there, but are immediately arrested and 
imprisoned, but nevertheless they 
will 


sometimes get hold of the stuff that 
makes a bad Indian out of a good one. 
They have one grand yearly celebration, 
that being the Fourth 
oC July. For 


about thirty days before the Fourth 
they'commence to gather at Lapwai, 


he is at a loss to know what the motive 
is, and not having an enemy in the 
world that he knows of, is at.more of a 
loss to imagine where to place the blame.

Though it contains 
little or. nothing that will make tissue, 
It does contain the savor that is not 
less essential and that has its own place 
In dietetics, Just as the gravy has' in 
many preparations for ' the table, by 
means of which this necessary element 
Is restored to the meat. These are sim- 
ple facts which ought to be generally 
understood. They explain why many 
families are ill-nourished through bad 
cooking- and also why "beef tea" is so

$125,000. The man who is responsible 
for these, statements is Frederick F. 
Stoll, formerly general superintendent 
of letter carriers, and who owns 1,000 
shares of the company's stock. 
The 


company was incorporated in 1895 and 
capitalized at $1,000,000 and it isclairae 
that fully this sum in actual cash ha 
been embarked thus far in the enter 
prise, which the promoters claim is t 
revolutionize the transportation 
am 


carrying trades of the country. 


• Experimented Under Cover. 


"Since its organization, with D. B 


Hartley, the inventor, as president, th> 
company and its aims have been kep 
under cover. For several years, Mr 
Stoll claims, experiments and tests have 
been going on in this city and in 
the east which have fully demonstrate c 
that compressed air when used in con 
nection with the Hartley-engines is the 
best and cheapest motive power yet'die 
covered. 
Mr. Stoll asserts with cpnfi 


dence that this power as applied by the 
company's patents can be put in prac- 
tical use in marine service, on pleasure 
vehicles of all kinds, on truck and heavy 
carrying wagons, on elevators, and on 
street cars, where traffic is as large as a 
metropolitan city can furnish. 


'•As a beginning,, plans have teen 


made by the company to place in new 


.motor carriers/, which' 'will 
provide 


prompt, rapid, reliable and perfect' serv- 
ice for package and parcel delivery, and 
to furnish an equipment of heavy trucks 
for service in one of the large express 
companies in the city.

There are cut petals for sale all ready 


In* making paper Cowers, and if the 
beginner in the art is at all timid it 
WQtild be well to purchase a few of 
each sort desired and then copy them 
later. 


Among the petals so prepared can be 


fcnnd roses, bnds, pinks, double asters, 
daisies, snowballs, forgetmenots, pan- 
eies, violets, poppies, single and double; 
pond lilies and chrysanthemums; also 
one perfect flower of each .sort can be 
obtained which serves as a perpetual 
model, though it is better .to get a real 
flower of the sort and follow that. 


It may be said here that during the 


past season artificial tissue paper roses 
EUd chrysanthemums and also carna- 
tions have been used extensively as 
decorations in houses at grand func- 
tions. The real flowers faded so soon 
that these have almost entirely replaced 
them amid the masses of foliage, and 
no one could tell the difference only 
that they look fresh all the evening. 
There is quite a commerce in them, and 
these three mentioned flowers have a 
marked value, selling singly from 10 to 
15 cents. 


Easter cards, monchoir cases and pic- 


ture frames ore decorated with a pond 
lily, leaves and buds, or a spray of 
roses, or a lot of violets. One person 
sent another a bouquet'of lovely carna- 
tions scented with oil of cloves, and it 
vas over a day before they were sus- 
pected of being made of paper. 


After the rose the pond . lily ia the 


most beautiful, but the chrysanthemum 
the easiest and most useful. It is better 
to buy the pond lily staraeua,. bat if 
that is not possible take a flexible rub- 
ber stem and bend it over r , is dona 
for a rose. Fasten a wide, flat bunch 
of yellow wax to this, and on the upper 
side of this paste a lot of very finely 
cut and crumpled yellow paper. 


Cut four sets of. petals, No. 1, all of 


one size, five inches in diameter, of 
thick, white paper, or those for 'the 
middle can be made half an inch smaller 
than the others. No. 2 on the diagram 
shows the green plate for the outside. 
Only one' of these is required, and it 
should be the thickest paper there is. 
The shade should be very dark green

No. 1. Half of plate for chrysanthemum 
petals. • No. 2. Leaf of chrysanthemum. 
No. 3. Circle for bud and cup at stem. 
for plates, the same for stems and 
lighter with yellowish shade for leaves. 
A study of a real leaf will show the 
artist exactly what is required. 


When the petals nre cut, press them 


over the stem to the stamen, as in mak- 
ing a rose, aucl press them down to the 
stamen by lapping them and holding 
them so until they are all on. The green 
outside may then be slid on and gum- 
med fast and held in place by means of 
green was. 


Loosen the petals with the hatpin, 


curling them inward slightly and creas- 
ing them a trifle with the paper, knife. 


"Until the artist is well advanced she 


•would better wait awhile before mak- 
ing pond lily leaves. But the buds are 
made by fastening some cotton to a 
flexible stem, about as large as a wal- 
nut and much the same shape—Fig. 3 
on diagram 1 shows the shape for the 
petals for the bud. Two are required 
of white and two of green. 


The white is first molded to the cot- 


ton and pasted on. The green is pasted 
outside of this, but is left open a little 
•way on each side to show the white. 
Several loops and long- stems of the 
rubber give the appearance of a tangled 
growth- of roots. 
These are lovely on 


lamp shades, mouchoir cases and to 
haug up against mirrors, and are often 
used ns table decorations laid over and 
around a mirror. 


A five inch petal gives a three inch 


finished flower. A very little experience 
teaches one the proportions. A leaf is 
made by carefully following nature in 
shape. Cut two thicknesses of paper for 
this, the upper darker and the under of 
lighter shade, with a yellowish shade, 
or a yellow paper between 
Curl tie 


edges over a very fine wire and pasts. 
Crease the center. To the end of the 
crease fasten the flexible stem. 


Daisies are very easy to make, and 


eo are. violets, as they are furnished all 
ready cnt and pressed into shape—that 
is, the petals are. Daisy centers are 
sold three dozen for 10 cents, all 
mounted on wire. Violet pips are 10 
cents per gross. So it.is scarcely worth 
one's while to attempt to make them. 


One plate or circle of paper is cut for 


a field daisy; but, as the petals are apt 
to tear off if too narrow, it is better to 
make two, one to put behind the other. 
Push them up to the stamen and 


squeeze them until (hey fit. 'properly 
and then slip a little green disk up 
against that and gum it fast. The disk 
should be slashed all around. 
This is 


found in diagram 2, No. 1. 
. Violets, being cut into the proper 
shape by machinery jind pressed into 
shape, and also graded in three sizes of 
petals to use in the double flowers, are 
nil ready to slip on the wire with the 
little pip in the center. 
Any shade 


of violet may be produced, and from 
the single wildwood flower to the most 
double 
cultivated 
Pnrma 
variety 


There are flexible muslin tubes for 
stems to slip on over the outside cf the 
wire. A drop of mucilage holds them. 


If the violets nre for the decoration 


of small photographs, they nre more 
graceful in flexible stems only. The 
little pip always has a short, fine wire. 
This can be passed through the end of 
the'stem, and that holds it firmly. 


To mnke buds or half opened violets 


take but two of the paper "plates," or 
petals, and squeeze them together close- 
ly around the pip find then slide up a 
small bit of green paper cut oblong. 


Violet leaves can be purchased or 


made at home. Where the violets iirf 
simply for ornamenting frames, etc.. 
they may bo without foliage, the stems 
being green 
But nature always pro- 


vides green leaves as a background tc 
enhance the beauty of the'flower. On 
the diagram is the outline, of a lea) 
taken from nature.' The color is a rich 
dark green with a yellowish tinge. 


Daisies, forgetmenots, 
buttercups, 


ragged sailors and violets nre used so 
much in decorations of all kinds that 
even from a commercial point ot view 
it is worth one's while to learn how to 
make them. 


Sweet peas are also in good demand 


They are miide of fine petals, cut sepa 
rate, creased and slightly curled and 
fastened to the stamen and held by a 
tiny cup made of green paper and 
mucilage. Nature alone can supply de- 
signs for these. But they can make a 
rainy day seem bright and fair. 


The dark, single poppies are made by 


cutting a "plate," or petals, of six 
leaves and pulling thi-aover the stem to 
which the poppy stamen is fixed. Tlie* 
are shaped like rose petals, but twici 
the size, and the edges are serrated 
unevenly. They are to be bent first.in 
ward by the round iron and then the. 
edges curled slightly outward. 


Buds aro made of green paper heart 


shape, with two red, crushed petals in- 
side. A few grasses or wheat make a 
pretty addition .to a bunch of poppies.

A most extraordinary instance ol 


the lameness ol birds . in unexplored 
forests is related by a writer in the Na- 
tional Geographic magazine, describ- 
ing a-tour of exploration to the head- 
waters o£ the.Sascatehewan. 
As our 


horses were winding through a daep 
forest, • a bird appeared which resem- 
bled a pine bullfinch, flitting from tree 
to tree and following us. closely.
